LETTER THREATENS 
FURTHER ACTION 


What action, His Worship does 
Not Specify But Letter 
Looks Like a Declaration of 
War in: Civic Circles, 

In a letter to the commissioners the 
mayor censures that body for reducing 
the power rates to the street railway 
during his absence in May. 

Notwithstanding all the publicity 
that has been given to this reduction 
and what it meant in assisting to get 
the street railway department on its 
feet and on a paying basis, the mayor 
admits that it was only afew days ago 
“ when_he learned that. this new power 
i rate was. effective in the street rail- 

way department. 

The letter also suggests that the 
mayor intends to take some further ac- 
tion on this power question. It reads 
as: follows: 

"On March 11 Mr. Parsons recom- 
mended. a reduction of 2.4 to 2 cents 
per K.W.H., from and after April 1, 
1913, to the street railway.: When this 
matter came up I challenged the advis- 
ability of making a reduction on the 
ground that we were not in a position 
to do 60. 

“Phe letter was Jaid on the table 
pending receipt from the power heuse 
superintendent of a statement showing 
how. he arrived at the figures and jus- 
tified the ‘proposed reduction, Up? till 
the ‘time when I left, on or about the, 
> 29th of April, that statement had not 
been received, alhough I had several 
times asked Mr, Parsons for the same, 
and, in particular, immediately before. 
going away. 

“On May 41 Mr.’ Parsons appears 
to have written to the commis- 
sioners asking for authority to sanc- 
tion the change from 2.4 to 2 cents, as 
recommended by him. On the 2nd of 
May, in«my absence, you instructed 
Mr, Parsons to make a charge of 2 
cents per K.W.H. 

“On May 22, after my return, Mr, 
Parsons wrote a long letter, not the 
statement I asked for, but stating that 
inasmuch ag it would be necessary to 
scrap some $472,880 worth of plant, 
it would not be possible for him to 
reduce the rates. Shortly thereafter 
the question came up In the board 
and a committee — of Messrs. Buck, 
Bowness, Ormsby, Woodroofe and Par- 
sons were appointed to go into this 
matter In order that a statement might 
be procured from which this board 
would judge where we were at, 

“Twas not then informed of the fact 
of your act of the 2nd of May, and It 
was only two or three days ago that 1 
casually learned that your rate had 
been put in force, ‘ 

‘phese facts speak for themselves. 
I may furthermore point out that it 
is not. competent for this board to 
change rates without the approval of 
council, as the same is a matter which 
affects the taxpayer, and {it will bo 
necessary for mo to take further aotion 
In regard to this matter.”

The inquest into th the ‘death of Flor- 
ence Hooper, one of the victims of the 
Jaunch tragedy of iast week, whose 
body was recovered, was held yester- 
day in the Connelly and MeKinley un- 
dertaking rooms  bofore Dr. Forin, 
coroner, and a Jury. The examination 
mvas lit the hands of L. KF. Glarry, de- 
puly altorney-general. 

The only substantial evidence addue- 
ed was that of Everett Case, the sole 
éurvivor, who was hurriedly brought 
from Wetaskiwin, Where he had been 
staying with frielidy, In a graphic 
tense manner he tld of the aceldent. 

He said the launch struck the boom 
which runs across the river and not 
the pler. He said that as they reach- 


ed the end of the boom, the boat 
struck on her right side, tearing a 


forge holo in the siding, Immediately 
the water poured in and the boat was 
headed down stream. Everyone stood 
up, and Hooper told them all that they 
mould have to swim and ‘that they had 
better get some of their clothing off. 
This they proceeded to do. 
Patton Jumps Overboard. 

It was here that Patton, the mo- 
chanic, turned to them and asked if 
they could swim, and learning in the 
affirmative jumped overboard. The 
remainder of the party endeavored to 
keep as far away from the place where 
the water was coming Jn as possible; 
and crowded to the left of the boat. 
When the launch was practically full 
of water together wilh the weight of 
the party, she capsized. Bach man had 
a hold on his wife and the Hoopers and 

ferediths started to swim to shore. 

Hooper did not go very far, Meredith 
making thetler headway. Meanwhile 
Cas2 and his wife, whom he says, was 
quile cool and collectad, clung to. the 
boat as he told ther to, and then the 
craft, by the force of the current, turn: 
ed, he and she being separated and she 
went under, He thought ~ that she 
would rise to. the surface, and that he 
wouid be able to get to her, but she 
did not appear so far as he could tell. 
The water was cold and numbing and 
jt may have weakened her. He told of 
staying by the boat till rescued,

FIRST AMERICAN ARTIST. 


‘pho first native American to wid 
fame as an ertist was John Singleton 
Copley, who was born in Boston 176 
years ago today, ‘Without the aid of 
{nstructors, and before seeing any tol- 
erable pleture, ha painted works which 
were highly admired. In his 2Qurd year 
he sent to the royal academy a plotus'e 
of “A Boy and a Tame Squirrel,” the 
coloring of Which was deemed exqul- 
site and praised by great artists. After 
several years as a portrait painter he 
went to Italy, where he studled tho 
works of Titian and Correggio. He then 
established himself in London, — His 
greatest works deal with English his- 
torioal events, including ‘The Death 
af Lord Chatham,” and “The Siege 
and Rellof of Gibraltar.' The latter 
adorns the council chamber of the 
Guildhall, in London, He also painted 
portraits. of several members of the 
royal family. His best works were col- 
lected by his son, Lord Lyndhurst. The 
latter, born in Boston, went to England 
In his third year, and became famous 
as aw statesman and orator. Io was 
long chancellor of Great Britain, and 
was elevated to the peerage. 


Mdward Aloysius Pace, who was re- 
cently decorated by Pope Pius X, for 
his ‘services to the church as one of 
the editors of the Catholic Eneyolope- 
dia, was born in Stark, Fla., £2 years 
azo today. He was educated in Rome 
and tho University of Leipzig, Germany, 
and for 22 years has been professor of 
philosophy at the Cathollo university 
of America. The decoration bestowed 

on Prof. Pace and his. colleagnes of the 
Gatholio Encyclopedia editorial board 1s 
the "Pro Ecclesia et Pontifice," an 
order instituted by-Pope Leo XIII, Just 
a quarter of a century ago.

Quebee, July 4.—A striking Incident 


occurred in the chureh of Notre Dame 
des Victories yesterday morning when 
the Rt: Hon. Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, IX. 
C. M. G, administrator and chief justice 
of Canada, took the place of-an altar 
boy and served the mass which was 
being celebrated, 

Sir Charles, who is in the olty on 
his way to Murray Bay in company with 
formér president of the United States 
Wm, I. Taft, dropped into the chureh 
for early mass and formed part of the 
congregation, 

The service had barely started when 
the altar boy, who was assisting the 
celebrant, bacame ill, A hurried hunt 
|of the sacristy and church revealed the 
fact that there was no other boy avail- 
able at ithe moment, 

Sir Charles, who in common with the 
others of the congregation, had noticed 
the incident, quietly walked up through 
the nave ef the echureh and took tiv 
place of the allar boy, motioning to the 
priest that he might proeeed with the 
celebration of the sacred office. 

Occurring within the historic pre- 
cincts of the ancient lower town 
church, where Sir Charles has fre- 
quently attended divine services since 
his boyhood days, the incident seemed 
to fit well with the surroun!scs, The 
celebrant, an aged, wiiis-locked 
priest, with the distinguishea repre- 
sentative of the sovereign as servant, 
formed a picture rarely witnessed even 
in the quaint old time chureh which has 
been the place of many scenes in its 
hislory. 

Sir Charles and his family arrived in 
the city on Wednesday in company 
with Mr, Taft and the latter's family 
enroute to Murray Bay, where they 
will spend the summer in company 
with their distinguished guests.

NEGRO AND CHINESE 
PRINCIPALS IN CASE 


Former Says He Wanted to Frighten the 
Latter, But He Is Found Qullty of 
Trying to Victimize Them 


An Ingenious attempt ‘to viotimise 
Chinese opium sellers In the city, -on 
the part of Dewey Phillips, a self-styl- 
ed negro pugitist from Calgary, was 
explained in ithe ‘district criminal court 
today, when Phillips ;was changed with 
endeavoring to blackmail Lee Pauh and 
Harry Yuke, restaurant keepers on Na- 
mayo aventie, by stating that he would 
have them arrested for seMing opium, 
if they did not make it worth his while

‘According othe. story.told by the 
Chinamen, Phillips entered the res- 
taurant anid asked for a dollar's wonth 
of opium, stating that he avas very ill, 
and needed the drug. As soon as the 
had been supplied svith the opium, 
Phillips flashed a provincial delective's 
badge, and informed the frightened 
Chinamen that he was a detective trom 
Calgary who had come up to Edmon- 
ton for the special purpose of convict- 
ing Chinese dope seHers. Phillips add- 
ed, however, that his sense of duty 
was 80 Keen that though he wished dhe 
Crinamen no harm, he could not think | 
of hushing up-the case for a considera- 
“ion of Jess than $100. The Chinamen 
replied that they had not anything like 
such a lange sum in the shop, and 
Phillips reduced his demands to $50. 
Finally, ‘however, ‘he ionsented — to 
keep silent regarding the offence for 
a ‘sum of $5, 

On his own behalf, Phillips told a) 
lengthy ‘story of how he had come to: 
have dealings wilh the Chinamen. He: 
stated that when first he ‘had arrived 
in the elty ithe Chinamen had refused 
to supply him wilh food, stating thal 
they wanted no niggers on their pre- 
mises. Phillips maintained that he had 
only wanted to get his own back, by 
giving the Chipamen 3 Hille fright, 
adding ‘that he had had no dntention to 
take any money. 

Judge ‘Saylor found Phillips guilty, 
but, as he had been do jall since March 
4th. the accused was dismissed on sus- 
pended sentence.

From ‘The Red Widow” one gathers 
that when the Nihilist is performing the 
simpler duties of his station like be- 
ing cook and poisouwing soup, he wears 
blue, and when he is playfully tossing 
bombs lo czars and princes he wears 
White wilh “touches of red” which is 
gala altire. It seems to he a nice 
point of etiquette with them.

GERMAN ARMY’S PEACE

Bundesray Adopts hte Armament Bilt and 
Also the Measure for Financing 
the 136,000 Additional Men 


Berlin, July 4—The Bundesrat yes- 
terday adopted the armament — bill, 
wmihich increases the peace strength of 
the German army by approximately 
436,000 men, and the measures for 
Wnaneing the army increases, Saxony's 
four representatives voted in the ne- 
gulive. The Bundesrat then adjourn-

When the Judge pronounced sent- 
ence suffragettes in {he gallery of the 
court shouled: 

“No surrender,” and started singing 
the suffragettes’ battle song, ‘March 
On,” The demonstrators were ejected 
from the building and the prisoners 
were removed to their cells, shouting, 
“We shall fight, and we shall win." 

No witnesses were called by the de- 
fence and the prisoners did not testi- 
fy. ‘Their counsel argued that the 
charze had not been proved.

Hopes She WIIl 6e8 Coming From East End 
of London Great Army of Women 
With Sticks and Stores 


London, July. 4—iMiss Sylvia Pank- 
hurst announced at a meetinig. of melit- 
ant suffragettes in London last night 
that she had been summoned to appear 
at the police court tomorrow dn con- 
nection. wath the Downing street out- 
rage, of which sho was ithe Jeader last 
Sunday. night, 

Miss. Pankhurst expressed regret 
that she was. not arrested at that time, 
and added: 

“Tam charged with inciting, 1 ask- 
ed the people at ‘Trafalgar Square to 20 
to Downing street and hoot the cabinet. 
Downinig street is a public thorough: 
fare. What right have the police to 
stop the public from going there | to 
hoot the cabinet?” 

Referring to the cat anidi-mouse bill, 
she said: 

“Tt means death--a slow Hngering | 
death. The only alternative is for the 
government {o give way. The women 
prisoners will never give way. . 

Alluding to the conditions under 
Which women worked in the east end, 
she said: 

“IT hope befere Jong hat ~we- shall 
see coming from Lhe east end a greal 
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stones ito imprison the cabinet nvintst- 
ers iin their homes just as the minis-
